The main features of the 
scheme will be as under : — 

1. NAME OF THE SCHEME 

The Scheme will be called ‘Parliamentary Hindi 
Book Prize Scheme'. . 

2. OBJECTIVES 

The aims of the scheme will be to give encour¬ 
agement to authors to write original books in Hindi 
as well as translate into Hindi works of reputed 
authors on the specified subjects. 

3. SUBJECT 

The book (original or translated) may be on any 
topic concerned with Parliamentary systems, pro¬ 
cesses and procedures, 

4. THE AWARDS 

The awards to be given under the Scheme will be 
as under : — 

Original Manuscripts 

(a) First Prize : Rs. 50,000/- (Rupees fifty thousand 
only) 

(b) Second Prize : Rs. 3 0 ,000/- (Rupees thirty 
thonsand only) 

(c) Third Prize : Rs. 20,000/- (Rupees twenty

Translations

5. ELIGIBILITY 

Every Indian citizen, including the employees 
of Government of India/State Government, can 
participate in the Scheme.

Book/Manuscript presented under the scheme 
should have not been written/published before 
1 - 1 - 2002 . 

8. GENERAL TERMS AND CONDITIONS 

The participants of the Scheme will have to 
abide by and will he governed inter alia by following 
terms and conditions :— 

(1) Applications will be invited from the 
authors through an advertisement in leading News- 
papsrs/Joumals, including the Employment News 
(Hindi Edition). 

(2) Published Books as well as Manuscripts,, 
will be accepted under the Scheme. Books/manu¬ 
scripts submitted by the authors should have been 
written/published during the prescribed period. 

(3) The authors are required to submit their 
applications alongwith five copies of the book/ 
manuscript to the Secretary, Ministry of Parliamen¬ 
tary Affairs, 8, Parliament House, New Delhi before 
the specified date. Book/Manuscript to received 
will not be returned. 
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(4) The application should be accompanied 
with two passport size photographs of the author, 

(5) Books/manuscripts received after the speci- 

ed date will not be considered. Ministry will not 

be responsible for late receipt or loss in transit of 
books/manuscripts, 

(6) The authors will continue to have the copy¬ 
right of their books/manuscripts which receive the 
Awards. 

(7) Only those books will be accepted under the 
Scheme which are either written originally in Hindi 
or translated into Hindi from some other language. 

(8) The book/manuscript shall not be the Hindi 
version of a book already written or published in 
any other language by the same author. 

(9) The book/manuscript should not be a Hindi 
version done by any professional translator othe 
than the author. 

(10) The book/manuscript shall be of a high 
quality equivalent to an M. Phil dessertation, 

(11) A book/manuscript which have already 
received an award under any other scheme of the 
Government shall not be accepted/ 

(12) If there are more than one author of a 
book/manuscript, the amount of prize will be 
equally distributed among them. 

(13) In the event of a book/manuscript being 
adjudged not upto the required standard for any 
of the awards, the Evaluation Committee may 
recommend a consulation prize of any amount 
(less than the minimum prize) for that book/manu¬ 
script, if it deems fit. 

(14) No correspondence will be entertained re¬ 
garding selection of a book/manuscript for awarding 
the prize or the selection procedure in regard 
thereto. 

(15) Prizes will be awarded to prize winners at 
a function or at an ap u*opriate occasion, an inti¬ 
mation about which will be given to the Prize 
Winners by the Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs.
